James van Bokkelen and John Gamble represented the Board of 
Selectmen. There were five members of the public in attendance. 


James read the notice. Selectmen explained how the Sumer Maintenance budget amount, the normal Block 
Grant funds and the Highway Restoration Capital Reserve Fund have been used to pay for road and right-of- 
way maintenance and repaving. The CRF was originally created to allow the Town to save up money over 
several years in order to repave most or all of a road in one job. It hasn't been used that way recently, but we 
may be able to save money in the long run by returning to the original scheme. Selectmen explained how the 
$19,688.47 was in addition to the Block Grant amount presented in the Town Warrant in March, so the 
Legislature required input from the public before it could be spent. An attendee asked if this could help with 
our bridge issues. Selectmen explained that there was another CRF for bridge repair, but that it didn't hold much 
money.

Board of Selectmen's Report 


Everyone please note: The 2018 Town Meeting will be Wednesday March 14 at 7:00 PM 
in the Town Hall. This is half an hour earlier than last year. Town Ballot voting will 


take place at the Town Hall on Tuesday, March 13. 


The Selectmen's administrative work in 2017 included: Working with the 
Rockingham Planning Commission on the Seabrook Wellhead Protection Area, 
establishing the new appointed position of Plumbing Inspector and working with the Fire 


and Police departments on policies and planning. 


We continue to be guided in long-term expenditures by the 2015 Capital Improvement 
Plan. During 2017 we made progress on Town Hall and Town Offices repairs; the old 
Town Hall office space was emptied and renovated, and the replacement of the Town 
Office HVAC system was planned and contracted. We're expecting to do more work on 
heating systems in 2018. Money for the Town Buildings Maintenance Capital Reserve 


Fund will likely be spent on paint and exterior repairs. 


We are asking you to add money to the Bridge Repair CRF so we'll be in a position to 


accept any infrastructure grants that may be available and possibly undertake repairs on 
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our own; State DOT planning has moved our date back to 2038 and there are issues that 


won't wait 20 years. 


The Highway Restoration CRF was not expended in 2017, in part because our shimming 
job was too small to be a priority for contractors. We're asking for another $25,000 in 


hopes that a bigger job will be more successful; the roads need it. 


Finally, we're asking for funds for the South Hampton Police and Volunteer Fire 
Departments: The Body Camera funds will be supplemented by a donation from a 
resident. The Ambulance's EKG machine is obsolete and incompatible with our 


neighbors' equipment. The Forestry truck's Pump/Tank Unit is worn out after 20 years. 


Now for the traditional request for volunteers: No one has stepped up to be Moderator. 
There are several Town boards which are at or near the minimum number of members. 
We rarely have more than one candidate for most of our elected offices. We're lucky to 
have a full complement of appointed Department Heads. Some positions only require 

a half-dozen evening meetings per year, others require twenty or more. Some positions 
pay a little, most nothing, but that's the New Hampshire way. If you're interested, please 


contact a Selectman, Board member etc. and ask what's open and how much time it takes.

Original Offense: 

The primary reason for the initial vehicle stop is for a miscellaneous traffic violations, be it for a 
moving violation, or non-moving violation such as defective equipment. While an initial traffic 
violation may not reveal if the operator is OUI, this category will be utilized for pursuits involving 
a drunk driving arrest. 


Property Damage: 
There was no property damage to any perpetrator or police vehicle. 


Injuries: 
There were no injuries reported to either the officer, perpetrator or the general public 
in 2015, 2017 


Date and Time: 

Reports indicate there is no pattern for any specific day of the week having more pursuit 
s than other days. While the mid mornings hours around 11 appear to be consistent 
with two pursuits, this does not necessarily indicate a pattern with the limited number 
of overall pursuits.

There were no training issues identified during all pursuits. All adhered to the South

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South Hampton School Board Deliberative Session 
Barnard School Gymnasium 
Thursday, February 8, 2018 


The 2018 Deliberative Session was held in the Town of South Hampton, in the County of 
Rockingham, in the State of New Hampshire, on the 8th day of February 2018. 
Moderator Sharon Somers called the meeting to order at 7:05 PM. 


Sharon Somers introduced members of the school district: School Board members Kim 
Molin (chair), Nancy Considine, and Rebecca Burdick; Emily Kime, School District Clerk; 
Barnard School Principal, Kenneth Darsney; Director of Special Services, Aline 
Donabedian; SAU 21 Assistant Superintendent, Ronna Cadarette; Schoo! District 
Attorney, Al Cassasa; and Nancy Tuttle, Finance Manager. Also in attendance were 
South Hampton Budget Committee members Dennis Blair and Daniel Mahoney. 


Sharon Somers outlined the procedures under which she would run the meeting; she 
then introduced and read Article 1. 


Article 1: Operating Budget 


Shall the School District raise and appropriate as an operating budgef, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, 
the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of 
the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $2,175,6652 Should this article 
be defeated, the default budget shall be $2,167,563, which is the same as last year, 
with certain adjustments required by previous action of the School District or by law; or 
the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X 
and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. (Majority vote 
required.) 


Note: Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any 
other warrant articles. 


Rebecca Burdick moved to open Article 1 for discussion, seconded by Nancy 
Considine. 


Kim Molin presented the items comprising the operating budget, pausing to answer 
questions from the audience and to allow for any discussion. It was noted that the 
amount in Article 1 was recommended by the School Board, Administration, and the 
Budget Committee. 


Dennis Blair discussed tax rates in South Hampton. He stated that at the Town budget 
hearing it was determined that an approximate 10% increase in taxes would be likely if 
the School and Town kept their budgets as presented. Feeling that a 10% increase in 
taxes was high, the Budget Committee asked the Town and School to both reduce their 
budgets. The Town did so by approximately $35,000. The Budget Committee asked the 
School Board to reduce their operating budget and/or Warrant Articles by $10,000. 
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To meet the recommendation of the Budget Committee, the School Board proposed to 
take $5,000 off the grounds repair/maintenance line item in the operating budget, 
which would reduce the proposed operating budget to $2,170,665. This $5,000 was to 
be used to replace the existing playground slide, which has been cited as a liability by 
the School's insurance company twice. The School Board and Administration believe 
there will be enough unexpended funds from the 2017-2018 operating budget to 
replace the slide during the 2018 April vacation. 


Kim Molin made a motion to reduce the proposed operating budget by $5,000 to 
$2,170,665. Nancy Considine seconded. Sharon Somers called for a vote, which 
resulted in 11 in favor; none opposed. 


With no additional questions and by a unanimous show of hands, Sharon Somers stated 
Article 1 as amended will be placed on the official ballot. 


Sharon Somers introduced and read Article 2. 
Article 2: Seacoast Educational Support Personnel Association

To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,000 to be 
added to the existing Tuition Stabilization Expendable Trust fund to supplement the 
funding of high school tuition costs? The School Board and the Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.)

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Annual Report of the School Board - 2017 


As we look back on 2017, the School Board is grateful to be part of such a wonderful 
community. We are extraordinarily thankful for the support that the school has 
continued to receive from the residents and town officials. We're looking forward to 
continuing this positive collaboration into 2018. 


The School Board recognizes the financial impact that the school’s operating budget 
has on the community. We would like to extend a sincere thank you to the voters of 
South Hampton for approving our operating budget of $2,086,587 at the polls in March 
2017. Traditionally, the School Board presents several other warrants for voter 
consideration. In 2017 however, we only presented one additional warrant article, 
which was to add funds to the Special Education Expendable Trust. After working 
closely with the South Hampton Budget Committee we felt this was necessary to 
reduce the impact that our budget would have on the tax rate. 


We are pleased to report that we are experiencing steady growth in our student 
population at Barnard School. There are currently 79 students enrolled in Kindergarten- 
84 grade. Arecent projected enrollment report conducted by New England School 
Development Council (NESDEC) predicts continued growth in the coming years. We 
would like to recognize the phenomenal staff that we have here at Barnard School for 
providing our students with amazing learning opportunities. Working at a small school 
and teaching multi-age classrooms requires our staff members to “wear multiple hats” 
which can certainly be challenging. We would like to thank them for their continued 
dedication to our students. 


In 2017 we learned of two significant staffing changes that will be occurring in 2018. 
First, in June of 2017, Dr. Robert Sullivan announced that he will be retiring at the end of 
this uocoming school year on June 30, 2018. Dr. Sullivan has always put the well-being 
of students first, and our districts have benefitted greatly from his leadership, passion for 
education and dedication to student success. We will be saddened to see Dr. Sullivan 
leave, but will be wishing him all the best in the new chapter that lies before him. In 
October 2017, Mr. Kenneth Darsney, announced that he would not be seeking 
renomination for the position of principal of Barnard School for the 2018-2019 school 
year. We would also like to thank Mr. Darsney for his service fo our Community. 


Both Dr. Sullivan and Mr. Darsney have provided the District with ample time to find their 
replacements.

2017 Principal’s Report 


Dear South Hampton Community Members, 


On behalf of the entire Barnard School Staff, Students, and their families we extend 
thanks to the South Hampton Community for your continued generous support of the 
academic, cultural, social, emotional, and physical development of your most precious 
resource, the children who will shape our future. The following are some highlights of 
2017 and some predictions of future activities and initiatives to enhance our learning 
environment. 


Academics, of course, are our number one responsibility here at Barnard School and 
we take them very seriously. We are continuing with the implementation of the NH 
College and Career Ready (otherwise known as Common Core) in Math, Reading and 
Writing, and the K-8 adoption and implementation of Next Generation Science 
Standards. Our teachers have spent the last 3 years implementing Lucy Calkins’ 
Readers-Writer’s Workshop as a model to reinforce literacy instruction and reading and 
writing particularly in the important content areas. 


In the 2014 school year we introduced a Reconfiguration Plan and continued the 
design so it’s now referred to as simply “Configuration.” From K-1 (am), 2 (am), 1-2 (pm), 
3-4, with 5-8 as Middle school we became K-1, 2-3, 4-5, with 6-8 as Middle School. In our 
fourth year of this change we continue to have positive results with many benefits such 
as co-taught classes, allowing first graders to remain all day in the same classroom, and 
fifth graders in a self-contained classroom with Middle School support. This year we 
have enhanced the collaboration with continued daily science to supplement the 
math instruction between Grades 4-5 and the Middle School with even higher levels of 
academic rigor. We are in our second year of reintroducing Grades 1-5 World 
Language and 6-8 Spanish Instruction with the added bonus of a Spanish Lab class in 
Grades 6-8 along with their regular instruction. 


We continue to use NWEA (Northwest Educational Association) nationally normed and 
standardized testing to drive instruction in Mathematics, Reading, Writing, and Science 
and have continued testing of all students grades 1-8 in fall fo access the MAP 
(Measures of Academic Progress) feature. In addition we use an enhanced version of 
AlMSweb called aimswebPlus as an all-digital online assessment for Reading and math 
to facilitate grouping and individualization. In the spring of 2015 our students in grades 
3-8 for the first time participated in SBAC (Smarter Balanced Assessment Consortium) 
testing in Mathematics and English Language Arts with academic and performance- 
based assessments. Grades 4 and 8 also took the NECAP Science test in the spring of 
2017. |am pleased to announce that our students’ performance in Reading, Math, 
Writing, and Science continues to be significantly above the state average. We 
painstakingly analyze statewide SBAC individual and class results to make certain that 
our students are equipped with the tools and skills for current and future learning. This 
year NH will be unveiling a new program, SAS, the Statewide Assessment System. Under

this new program, like before, students in Grades 3-8 will participate in Reading, Writing, 
and Mathematics assessments. New for this year, Grades 5 and 8 participate in 
Science testing to replace the formerly administered NECAP. Our teaching staff 
participates in District-soonsored and outside workshops and seminars to avail 
themselves with cutting-edge teaching skills and to be fully aware of best practice in all 
aspects of their instruction. 


Staff development with the focus on having the latest best practices in the classrooms 
has always been a priority at Barnard School. During the last week of July, Tara Moran, 
Courtney Peterson, and | joined a group of nearly 20 fellow SAU 21 teachers and 
administrators at the 3-day NH Competency-Based Design Studio in Nashua. The 
conference brought together hundreds from NH and nationwide for keynotes, 
workshop presentations, and team time to help participants understand the change 
process to a competency-based school model. Dozens of expert presenters described 
ways to communicate the process, develop assessments and reporting instruments, 
based on their own successes in the process. Since then the teaching staff are reading 
Breaking with Tradition by Brian Stack and Jonathan Vander Els, conference keynotes 
and Grading Exceptional and Struggling Learners by Lee Ann Jung and Thomas Guskey 
in order to become better informed on the topic as a shared learning experience. We 
look forward to work as a school and SAU to begin the journey towards this innovative 
way to deliver instruction and evaluate progress at all grade levels, designed to inform 
and involve all stakeholders at every juncture. We are committed fo sharing with the 
staff and community what we have learned and how we can continue to join together 
to continually improve on instruction on behalf of the students and their families. 


All schools experience staffing changes to a greater or lesser degree and this year was 
no exception. Drew Szeliga has returned teaching 6-8 Math and 7-8 Social Studies 
replacing Ericka Swett. Drew has Bachelor and Master’s degrees from UNH and 
Principal Certification from Rivier. He brings back his many years of teaching 
experience and the students and staff look forward to working with him again. Haley 
Wright joined us as Special Education Teacher and Case Manager replacing Erin 
Preston. Haley formerly served as teacher and case manager in the Weare School 
District and, like many of our faculty, has Bachelors and Master’s Degrees from UNH. 
Dani Rooney serves as School Counselor replacing Laurie Conley who has reduced her 
responsibilities to 1 day weekly as our Home to School Coordinator. Dani comes to us 
from the Portsmouth School District and has a Bachelor's Degree from Penn State 
Edinboro, and Master’s from UNH. Marie Schwab and Stacey Wood have replaced 
Dianna Parkinson and Sarah Gouzoules as Educational Assistants, and Daniel Collins has 
joined our custodial staff replacing Dvina Valcour. 


Volunteers have been an essential part of Barnard’s Culture from many years before | 
arrived in the fall of 2012. PTA serves Monday Pizza and Friday Subs with huge 
participation. Mrs. Knapp delivers reading assessments in the upper grades. Parents 
are in the classrooms on a daily basis and there is always help making copies, bulletin 
boards, and for classroom celebrations. 
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Speaking of the Barnard PTA, they continue to be a major positive influence and a 
generous supporter of school activities. In March, the entire school, divided by grade 
levels again will be participating in the Neal Nichols Geography Gameshow. They 
sponsor events like their Blaze the Trail 5K and Fall Festival to build community and 
fundraise to support programming. They are always there with refreshments and 
support for every school-sponsored event. The Book Fair allows parents to buy books for 
their children and provides hundreds of dollars for teachers to do the same for 
classrooms. The Bradford Ski and Snowboard Program is a highlight of winter activity for 
students, parent chaperones, and myself, of course! 


As far as the future is concerned we have much fo look forward to as we look at ways 
to enhance our students’ learning. This year we have renewed our comprehensive 
library plan and we will continue to work with the South Hampton Library to provide the 
best services for students while looking at our own facility and catalogued collections. 
This year our collections continue to be merged, with online access, for our students 
and library patrons. Technology continues to be an increased focus to prepare our 21+ 
Century Classrooms with the addition of 10 iPads and a fully interactive short-throw 
projector through our REAP (Rural Education Achievement Program) and we intend to 
meet the increased responsibility to prepare our students for the demands of high 
school, higher education, and the work force.
